Within a year or two after the Oilley and 
Graves duel in Washington, by which Cilley 
was murdered, Mr. Graves, even then stricken 
with horror by the never-failing remembrance 
of bis crime, was on Ais way from Kentucky, 
through the interior of this State, to one of the 
Northern couaties.
